Huey Long Upheld 
by Supreme Court 


Louisiana Tribunal Rules 


Against Sheriffs 


Appointments 


NEW ORLEANS.— f/P)— By virtual- 


ly unanimous decision the Louisiana 
Supreme Court uphold Thursday the 
right of Huey Long's "dictatorship" to 
pass upon appointment of pnrteh depu- 
ties in East Baton Rouge parish whore 
armed citizens clashed January 26 
with the militia in their revolt ngninsl 
state supervision of the government 
of East Baton ROURC parish. 


The supremo court sot aside an or- 


der granted to Sheriff Robert L. Pet- 
tit. anti-Long official, by Judge W. 
Carruth Jones, of the East Baton 
Rouge parish District Court, which 
authorized the sheriff to appoint his 
own deputies' "to preserve the peace" 
in the fncc of a new stale law which 
requires the State Bureau of Criminal 
Identification and Investigation to ap- 
prove the appointments. 


The sheriff submitted to the bureau 


his list of appointments, but many of 
the appointments were not approved 
and the sheriff went into court to seek 
authority to name his own deputies 
regardless of state bureau approval. 


Tills led to a clash of authority be- 


tween two rival governments and a 
contest over the courthouse books. 


Chief Justice Charles A. O'Neill said 


that he was not in accord with the en- 
tire decision of the supreme court but 
concurred

Jono's order, since Sheriff Pettit did 
not attack constitutionality of the leg- 
islative act. 


The Long administration gained an- 


other victory in Baton Rouge when 
the district court there issued a re- 
straining order prohibiting a minority 
group of East Baton Roupe parish po- 
lice jurors from interfering with the 
majority group friendly to Long.

This astonishing measure, which in 


effect gives the president five billion 
dollars to spend at his discretion, was 
born somewhere between the Treas- 
ury nnd the Budget Bureau— which 
arc like- ham and eggs since Director 
Low Douglas quit the latter— and was 
then pasted with preat secrecy around 
the town. Quite a few changes were 
made. 


Harry Hopkins had an early crack 


at it. He called in a celebrated New 
Deal legal wi7ard. who helped him 
make a couple of rather minor alter- 
ations. 


You can be sure that when the bill 


left Hopkins it had no reference to 
"security" payments, the bill's term 
for the controversial low watres lo be 
paid on work relief jobs. That part 
was incsorlcd later, at Roosevelt's in- 
sistence. 


The bill was passed on to Attorney 


General Cummings, Secretary Ickes. 
and a few other fellows. Even the 
celebrated Dr. Tufiwell mulled it over. 


Finally it got back to the Treasury 


building. There Secretary Morgen- 
thau, Admiral Peoples, and Budget 
Director Bell had a semi-final say on 
the measure as it then stood, with the 
White House itself giving Ihe last 
okay. 


President or Pork?

The action followed a conference 


between Governor Futrell and several 
senators, in which it was said that 
the governor expressed concern over 
delay in passage1 of the bill because 
lack of a state set-up to handle dis- 
bursement of federal funds for relief 
of unemployables was holding up re- 
lease of federal money. 


The official procedure of reconsid- 


ering the vote by which the house bill 
had passed the senate as amended, 
killing the amendments and repassing 
the bill went through like clockwork 
following an hour's executive session, 
during which empoycs, 
newspaper- 


men and spectators were barred from 
the chamber, 


While deliberations during the ex- 


ecutive session were supposed to be 
secret, it was learned that the purpose 
was to agree on the list of persons 
whose names were submitted to the 
governor with the senate's recom- 
mendation that they be appointed on 
the Welfare Commission. 


One of the amendments attached 


to the bill several days ago by the 
senate would have required that the 
appointments be confirmed 
by the 


.senate. 
Another would have limited 


the salary of the executive secretary 
to $3,600 a year and the third would 
have fixed the life of the commission 
at two years. Senators Shaver, Bar- 
ney and Fiigan were designated as a 
committee to report the results of the 
executive session to the governor. 


Senator Norrell, in. voting for the 


bill, explained he had desired to have 
It amended so that county 
officials 


would not be required to designate 
members of the set-up in the counties. 
He snid several officials had express- 
ed opposition to this provision. 


Could Offer Solution 


Regarding needs of the state for ad- 


ditional revenue, the governor snid: 


"I could give them a plan, all right, 


that would bring in revenue for all 
the necessary state purposes. 
The 


State Hospital bonds, the penitentiary 
farm, and so forth. 


"But the legislature is considering 


its own revenue bills. It's not my 
business to interfere. If they don't 
pass any of their revenue measures, 
then it will be time enough for me 
to tell them what they could do, if 
they wanted to." 


Whatever plan the governor has in 


mind, it is certain to include provisions 
for increasing the general revenue 
fund or creating an emergency fund 
from which the present legislature 
could appropriate money for immedi- 
ate, pressing needs of state govern- 
ment.
